In the Remarks filed on January 14, 2008, the applicant argues that the apertures in Tilton's basket frame is different from the apertures in 
the instant claims; and that the apertures of the instant claims provide fluid flow into the protective carrier without affecting the workpieces. 
This argument is deemed to be unpersuasive. Since an aperture is defined as "an opening, as a hole, slit, crack, gap, etc." 
(dictionary.com), the aperture of Tilton structurally reads on the aperture of the instant claims, and therefore the aperture of Tilton is 
structurally capable of performing the recited function. During patent examination, the pending claims must be given their broadest 
reasonable interpretation consistent with the specification. In re Hyatt, 211 F.3d 1367, 1372, 54 USPQ2d 1664, 1667 (Fed. Cir. 2000). 
Applicant always has the opportunity to amend the claims during prosecution, and broad interpretation by the examiner reduces the 
possibility that the claim, once issued, will be interpreted more broadly than is justified. In re Prater, 415 F.2d 1393, 1404-05, 162 USPQ 
541, 550-51 (CCPA 1969). See MPEP 2111. Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the 
specification are not read into the claims. In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

With respect to the argument that the prior art does not show the carrier is localized at the tank, the examiner respectfully disagrees. The 
protective carrier 12 of Tilton is localized at the tank when it is immersed in the plating tank. The claim as written does not restrict the 
carrier from being moved to another tank since it does not require that the carrier to be permanently fixed in to a particular place.. 
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
